“Special : needs’? chitarent are 
those already <in the custody of 
state or local welfare agencies 
and who are eligible for federal 
aid, Genenally, these are children 
‘who have physical, mental or emo- 
tional disabilities, children, who 
are fa little older, brother-sister or 
other family groups, who must be 
placed. together, and children of 
Minority stowk. 

w This tax deduction was a modest 
step in the vight direction. 

Bi pur tax code allows no si- 

milar deduction for the adoption 
of infants and children without 
disabling conditions. Although the 
jax laws permit deduction. of ma- 
ternal care costs, ithe costs that 
many adoptive naventy pay, which 
can include care for the natural 
mother as ovell ag fegal costs 
which natural parents do not face, 
Nave been boriie by those willing 
fo give a home to adopted chil- 
“dren. Today, some 30 corporations. 

‘offes their norkers adoption. as- 
sistance to parallel maternal bene- 
fits.
